He's used many of his canes in 
hunting wild elephants in the jun- 
gles of Africa and he’s tracked 
down tigers in the jungles of 
Burma with other trusty sticks. 
Still other canes have protected 
him in Singapore when the natives 
“went on a rampage” in the Malay 
cafe. One cane bears the imprint 
of an alligator’s teeth, the only 
scar of battle between Redding, a 
tiger and an alligator in the Malay 
wilds. 
But when Joe boarded the plane 
in Buffalo to return to Atlanta for 
the 1944 fair, his baggage was one 
pound, three ounces overweight 
and Joe was forced to leave his 
cane behind, to be mailed to him 
air express. It hasn’t arrived and 
the remainder of his large and va- 
ried collection is at his Sun Up 
orange grove plantation in Lake 
Worth, Fa. 
Canes are not Joe’s only claim 
to fame, however. In addition to 
wild. animal hunting, which he 
did for “a guy named Hagenbach, 
of Hamburg, Germany,“ Joe has 
visited every port of consequence 
and some of no consequence in the 
world.

There is no doubt, as a War Labor 
Board panel on yesterday pointed out, that 
the rise in the cost of living since January, 


1941, has outstripped wage stabilization so 


as to “cause an unfavorable disparity to 
labor.” 


Nevertheless, we cannot but hope the 
administration will continue to hold the 


Little Steel Formula so long as the war 
emergency continues. 


Certain it is that, due to the more diffi- 


cult task which confronted it, the OPA 
has not been as successful in holding down 
living costs as the WLB has been in re- 
~ stricting wage increases to the Little Steel 
Formula. Most indices are agreed that the 


average overall cost of living has advanced 
from 25 to 33% per cent since January 1, 
1941, whereas the WLB’s general policy 


has been to authorize wage increases only 


up to 15 per cent more than the prevailing 
scale as of that date. 


This, undeniably, has made for hard- 
ship in many instances. 


But the disparity has not been as great, 
nor worked such a hardship, in the ranks 


of organized labor—most vocal in its de-

Surely it must be realized that if we 
now cast aside the Little Steel Formula 
and endeavor to set up some new crite- 
rion, we shall be inviting a veritable 
plethora of labor troubles, price increases 
and general public confusion. 


Only speculators stand to gain by un- 
controlled inflation. Why jeopardize our 
entire economic stability by another fling 
on the habit-forming spiral of inflation?

The United States has stopped trade . 


with the Argentine. This is proper. There 
are experts who would have us appease 
the only admitted foe we have in South 
America. There are others who would 
have us “understand” the position of the

The United States admittedly lacks 
some of the finer nuances of diplomatic 
dealing.

When we 
got into the war we stopped this trade by 
which Germany was getting necessary 
goods, There was a great outcry against

We have stopped trade with the Argen- 
tine to stop her sending any American 
goods to Germany and to show her that 
we mean business. It is no time to trifle. 
If it hurts a few feelings, let them be hurt. 
Argentina is our enemy and must be 
treated as such. ‘

It is not so long ago, as time goes in the story of earthly evolu- 
tion, that human beings, men, weré driven to labor that, literally, 
killed, just as brutally, just as mercilessly, as those four-footed 
slavés were beaten and driven to death in France. 

Just a few hundred years ago, men of more recent generations 
Were chained to benches, just as horses are harnessed to the shafts, 
and compelled by the whips of callous drivers to haul on the long 
oars that propelled heavy galleys slowly across the blue waters of

Such unfortunates, captured in battle or bought in the slave 
markets, knew no more of mefcy than do the beasts today. They 
were valued by their masters solely according to the strength of 
their bodies.

There may be brutality such as that of the treatment of the 

ancient human cattle, the slaves, but if so it is hidden in the secret 

places of the world. It is not as it used to be, the common, the 


accepted, the daily custom. 
Slaves ot Industry Now let us consider another form of 


slavery that existed in our own country 
not so very long ago. The wage slaves, the laborers in industry, 
who never received pay beyond mere subsistence, whose protection 
against exploitation was unheard of, for whom no man ever 
dreamed of even the rudiments of social security. : . 

The wretched ones who lived in the tenements and the shacks 
on ghe city dumps. .Those who never had surplus resources and 
who, when they ¢ould find no jobs, went cold and hungry, with 
few to care. The common labor, the brainless brawn, the human 
flesh that built our country’s wealth. 

Today labor, organized or unorganized, is protected, is provided, 
at least, with some degree of security and some d of oppor- 
tunity. Today labor is cared for, today the laborér’s hiré is worthy 
of decent humanity. ’ 

There may be some industrialists who long for return of the 
days when labor was purchased at the lowest wage possible, in the 
open market. When men were laid off, to go hungry or to starve, 


as callously as man might starve unwanted pests. There may be 


a few who would, if they could, restore those conditions, in the 
false belief there would then be bigger percentages of profit. 

But the world is becoming a better place. Man’s humanity to 
man is spreading. We are drawing nearer the time when there 
shall be no form of exploitation of human beings for profit. 

Let us guard against any temptation, any subtle misrepresenta- 
tion, that might cause us to listen to the words of any who put 
property ahead of humanity, profit ahead of human rights and

To properly interpret those figures in relation to the state as 
a whole, the News points out that in 1940 Willkie had to poll 40.2 
per c@nt of the Detroit vote to carry the state by a baré margin 
of less than 10,000. “On that basis,” said the n per, “it a 
pears unlikely that Dewey can carry the state with 34 per cent 
of the Detroit vote.” 


The paper went on to say that, “as a matter of fact, the Presi- 
dent’s popularity in the Detroit area almost approaches the land- 
slide proportions of the vote he received against Alfred Landon in 
the 1936 election.“ Then, it reminded, the Roosevelt vote in the 
city ran only 2.9 per cent higher than it is in the current polls.

ere is another block of votes that, according to all the caicu- 
lations, will be one sided in its support ef the President. 

Still another factor that will work to the President's advantage 
is the split ballot that will used in Michigan. Not wan to 
take a chance on Dewey, Republican state officials to 
separate the state ballot from the presidential voting. Every voter 
will be given two ballots, one with the state candidates on it and 
the other confined to the presidential contest. It makes it easier 
for a person to vote a split ticket. 

Thesé are the hard réalities of the Michigan situation as it exists 
today. About the only way Roosevelt can lose the state, it seems 
from the present writing, is for the voters to fail to turn out. If 
the heavy Détroit vote fails to go to the polls, hé could easily lose. 


How one state goes does not determine an election, of course, 
but it is logical te suppose that if Dewey cannot Michigan, his 
native state with a long Républican background, he is written off 
as a presidential candidate.

On the basis of a nation-wide 
survey among labor union mem- 
bers, the President’s support has 
risen four points among the rank 
of the CIO, but has dropped off a 
point among AFL members.

greater support among CIO and

has been sent to Ellis Island or 
otherwise embarrassed by the im- 
migration officers on arrival at our 
ports. 

Well, time passed and then re- 
cently assuming the authority 
which congress had specifically 
refused to grant, Mr. Roosevelt 
sent a memorandum to the hill 
announcing that he had suspend- 
ed the immigration laws anyway. 


Citing no legal authority, the 
President just informed congress 
that he had decided to admit 
about 1,000 refugees who had been 
collected in Italy and was sending 
them to a disused army camp n 
Oswego, New York. 

This was a difficult case. Most 
of us are sorry for refugees, ex- 
cept the Communists. who are 
traitors to.every country but Rus- 
sia. They were absolutely respon- 
sible for Fascism in Italy and 
largely to blame for the rise of 
Hitler in Germany and the col- 
lapse of the French army and 
nation in 1940. 

Communist refugees have no 
claim on our sympathy or asylum 
but, after all, they do have chil- 
dren who are not Communists yet. 
As to the women, however, who 
were supposed to be in the ma- 
jority it ceuld not be overlooked 
that among Communists the fe- 
male of the species is as deadly 
as the male. 

There was no statement of the 
political activities and beliefs of 
any of the adults, however. They 
were just refugees and that was 
all we were told about them. 

For a short while after the refu- 
gee party arrived we were allow- 
ed no information about them. 
But, presently, reporters visited 
the camp and then without em- 
phasis on the ratio or reference 
to Mr. Roosevélt’s promise. that 
women and children would be in 
the majority, we learned that the 
majority were men and not horny- 
handed farmers or laborers, either, 
but journalists, lawyers, artists 
and other sedentary intellectuals. 
This certainly suggested influence 
or pull at the point in Italy where 
the selection was made and a pre- 
erence on the part of our authori- 
ties for favored types. 

So Mr. Roosevelt's mention of 
“falsehood” and “fraud” in- 
stinctively recalls Mr. Biddle’s as- 
surance that if the waiver had 
been granted it would not be 
abused in this way and the Presi- 
dent’s. own promise to congress 
more recently that the majority of 
the refugees would be women and 
children. 


As to his further promise that 
they will all bé sent back after 
the war, what would you want to 
bet on a proposition of falsehood 
and fraud if Mr. Roosevelt should 
be President then?

Joins Up With the French Underground 


(This is a continuation of «a 
series of articles By Gault Mac- 
Gowan describing his capture by 
the Germans, his e es as 
a prisoner, and his escape.) 


LONDON.—While the Germans 
usually chose chateaux for their 
headquarters, the Maquis pre- 
ferred cottages. The wayside cot- 
tage with three or four dirty kids 
playing in the foreground and a 
slatternly looking woman cooking 
in the tiny kitchen was their 
first rendezvous I visited. 


Farmer Raoul Collet took me 
there in a country cart after my 
escape from the Germans. But 
if the outer appearances of the 
cottage were mean, the inhabitants 
were not—there wasn’t even any- 
thing Communistic about them. 
Founded originally on the Com- 
munist underground system, the 
Maquis whom I met had only one 
political ideal—resistance against 
the Nazis. 


Basically there are two kinds 
of Maquisard—city and country 
groups. Slum dwellers frequently 
form the rank and file of city regi- 
ments. The FFI farmer’s boy is 
— backbone of the country out- 

t. 

The city type is usually a more 
leftist political thinker than the 
country man. I spent my time 
with the country types and their 
officers were the college-educated 
types, suitable for commissions in 
any army. Now they've come out 
openly as organized FFI regiments 
Lt. Gen, Joseph-Pierre 
Koenig. Officers and men look 
their parts, but when I first join- 
ed up, my regiment was still un- 
derground and they were indis- 
tinguishable off parade from peas- 
ants. They had grimy faces, farm 
clothes and preferred the obscuri- 
ty of a cottage to the pretentions 
of big mansions. 


The poverty-stricken cottage of- 
fered no attractions for German 
searching parties, and even the 
Gestapo passed by them on the 
other side. The Maquis’ first law 
is silence. Even the kids playing 
around the cottage seemed train- 
ed that way from infancy. I 
wouldn’t have looked twice at the 
kids hadn’t my attention been 
called to their detachment with 
— comment, How well they be- 
ave.” a 

The Maqulsard's child played 
many parts as scout, messenger 
and observer, but he showed no 
apparent curiosity—not even the 
natural curiosity of childhood. The 
Germans unconsciously fostered 
this attitude. Curiosity was es- 
pionage. They discouraged it and 
drove the kids away from their 


posts. The uncurious child was 
aphenomena of the occupation. 
But curiosity still lived. It went 
underground in the child’s men- 
tality. The children saw and the 
Germans knew not. Kids playing 


outdoors were the signal that it 


was safe to enter. Whenever a 

German approached, the kids ran 

indoors—they uttered no sound— 

but immediately the Maquis with- 

— went out through the back win- 
ow. 


We met our first Maquisard as 
we entered the village. He was 
a boy on a bicycle. Neither by 
word nor sign did he show recog- 
nition of Raoul. He just turned 
around and slowly cycled ahead 
until we arrived at the cottage. 
Not until then did I realize that 
he wasn’t just a casual cyclist. 
But Raoul knew. The Maquis 
never recognized one anether in 
the streets. Frequently men were 
members and didn’t know their 
neighbors were. Not until we 
mobilized on the weekend of my 
arrival did everyone know his 
comrades. 


The farmer’s boy had surprises 
like the day when the village cop, 
his lifelong ostensible enemy, sud- 
denly arrived, changed his uni- 
form insignia for FFI badges and 
began to show the kids he once 


first in southern France. Mobill- 
zation depended on the arrival of 
parachuted arms. Until the news 


‘of their arrival came, the outfits 


remained underground. I arrived 
on the day of a promised local 
parachute drop and the Maquis 
were mobilizing. 

The cottage was a reception de- 
pot. Within I met Michel, our 
leader—all Maquis leaders, they 
sa., call themselves Michel. He 
was a tall, young man with horn- 
rimmed glasses, obviously one of 
the intelligentsia, but with great 
executive ability. I gathered he

Somewhere in the depths of the 
blankets and pillows cushioning 
his frail, bandageswathed body, 
six-year-old Lloyd Kay stirred 
sleepily as he was awakened by 
voices in his hospital room. 

“Please don’t turn me over,” he 
“Please don’t —it 
hurts my legs so much.“ 

Then, wider awake, Lloyd look- 
ed about him and showed more 
interest in the life he almost lost 
than at any time during the long, 
long month since he was 
burned in an explosion at his 
home in Roy, Ga. 

“My mama’s gonna bring me a 
choc’late cake tomorrow,” he con- 
fided to Mrs. Harry Mitchell, one 
of the three nurses who stay with 
aim 24 hours a day, “and I’m 
gonna give you some!” 

Pleased with the thought of 
“choc’late” cake and with Mrs. 
Mitchell’s appreciation of such a 
rare treat, Lloyd grinned. slowly. 

Those grins of his mean a lot 
to Lloyd’s doctors and nurses, and 
most of all, to the Atlanta Variety 
Club, because it was their com- 
bined efforts that literally saved 
him from death. 

Lloyd came to Georgia Baptist 
hospital about noon on August 27, 
along with his five-year-old broth- 


er, Hoyt, and his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs, W. C. Kay. All of them had 
been burned when Mrs, Kay, try- 
ing to start a fire from embers 
glowing in the stove, threw coal 
oil on them. An explosion resulted. 
Only two-year-old Martha Sue was 
uninjured. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kay were treated 
for minor burns and released the 
following day. Five - year-old 
Hoyt’s burns proved fatal. There 
was just a chance that Lloyd 
could survive if he could stay in 
the hospital for prolonged—and 
expensive—treatment. 

4 tha: point the Variety Club 
stepped in. Lloyd's father, worker 
in a sawmill near Ellijay, had no 
money laid aside for such emer- 
gencies. Sid Reams, co-chairman 
of the Heart of Variety commit- 
tee, heard of the little family’s 
plight, and asked them to let 
Lloyd stay in the hospital at Va- 
riety’s expense. 

From that day on the club has 
paid all of the expenses of Lloyd's 
steady but. slow recovery, includ- 
ing the three nurses, one of whom 
is at his side every minute of the 
day and night.

Of Postwar Germany 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(#/) 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
appeared today to have lost his 
fight with War Secretary Stimson 
and Secretary of State Hull to 
reduce Germany to an agricultural 
status after the war. 


President Roosevelt, it was said 
on excellent authority, has indi- 
cated to the peace planners that, 
while he originally supported cer- 
tain Morgenthau criticisms of Ger- 
man military occupation poliey as 
evolved by the War and State de- 
| partments, he does not subscribe 
to the whole German plan of his 
treasury secretary. 

The President's method of fi- 
nally disposing of the issue may 
consist either of pigeonholing the 
Morgenthau plan, saying nothing 
about it formally, or issuing spe- 
cific policy order to those direct- 
ing the work on German peace 
policy so that no doubt remains 
of the line which American plan- 
ning should take. 

The line which American plan- 
Hing followed prior to the time 
that Morgenthau sought the de- 
industrialization of Germany, and 
to which it is now expected to 
return, calls for the existence. of 
industries in postwar Germany, 
but for their rigid control under 
constant Allied supervision. 

The materials and products of 
a few key war-making activities

To land a force of 250,000 men— 
“such as might be used in a mod- 
erately large invasion”—and. sup- 
ply them for 30 days, a total of 
1,889,000 tons of supplies would 
be needed, OWI said.
